It was In-1923, on the advice of a 
Committeé appointed to consider 
the feasibility of extending’ the 
water-carriage system, that per- 
mission began to be granted for 
the use of Government, water in 
this district, dhe rate. for’ excess 
consumption being then raised: to: 
one dollar per thousand gallons. 
The. considerable increase in re- 
cent years in the number of water- 
flushed layatorles. on the Peak is 
due 4o the facilities-thus offered.
